THE OPIUM QUESTION. 

Under the title of “The Poppy Plague 
and England's Crime,” Mr J. Tinling, B.A., 
bas produced an. elaborate aud com: 
peor essay - on a subject’ which, 

owaver we look at it, domands a good deal 
of serious thought, The writer's standpoint 
indeed as indicated. by his title-page ia not 
that which wo shonld be inolined to adopt, 
for he looks.on the use of opium as an 
umnisignted. evil, on much the same grounds 
‘an Sir W. Lawson denounces aloohol. To 
our thinking tho evidence’ with regard to 
opitim is not more conclusive than the 
evidence wdduced by the ssasilants of 
fermented liquors, or of tobacco. ‘in- 
ling, like other enthuaiaste, seome to age 
trom the odmitted evils of ‘exoass, in the 
nse of. opium to the supposed dangers of 
ita moderate use in any.country, Witnesses 
on.bis sido aré plentifol enough; but wo 
hear nothing of tho counter-statements 
which bave been made from time.to time 
by persons at least as competent to give an 
opinion, Mr T. Sooper, lor instance, who 
travelled much in China, declares from his 
own experionce that the Obinese opium- 
smoker can. go through much harder work 
than the man who doés not smoke, nor 
does ho find that the practice tends to 
shorten life, “unless the consumer bo 
deprived of hie drug.” | Othere have told 
ng that the Chinese boatmen who. smoke 
regularly are ariong the hardiest-of thoir 
race; and a distinction must, it seems, be 
drawn between the opium-smoking of China 
and the far moro pernioious opiam-eating 
of Asam, A more practical argament than 
tho noxious charadtor of the drag for 
revising the Indian ged of roisiag 
revenne from opium, {s farnished in the 
evidence adduced by Mr Tinling to show 
how widely the oultivation of the POPPY ja 
sproading in Ohina- Tf, seems. natural to 
infer that a time may come when Indian 
opium will loge its prosent value in Ohineso 
markots, and the opium rovenue of India 
will have to be replaced by some other 
fiscalxesouroe, Whethor such 4 contingency 
be ned or’ far off, it is surély worth the 
while of the Indian Government to devise 
some means..of. ‘exchanging the present 
system of State monopoly in Beng for an 
export duty on the drag, such ag already 
works well enough on the whole in Bombay. 
By throwing up the monopoly, the Govern: 
ment would no longer be open. to tho 
specious reproach of directly encouraging 
a banoful traffic. Ab the same time the 

oppy culture in India would adjust itself 
to the fluctuations of the Chinese markets.
